t-'ecretiirv l.oiig at 1it:;i0 o'clock ^read 
tlie following to newspaper men us 
Dewey’s dispatcli: 

Maxii.a, .May 1. — The squadron ur- 
l ived at Manila at daytireak tliis morn- 
ing. Iniincdiatcly engaged the enemy 
and destroveil tlic following Spanish 
vessels: Ueiiia Ciiristiiia, Castilla, Ul- 
!oa, Lsle do Cuba, Oem ral Lezo, tlio 
Duero, Correo, Velasco, Mindanao, one 
transport and tlic water buttery at 
Cavite. The siiuudron is uninjured 
and only a few men were slightly 
woundid. 'J'lic only means of tele- 
grajliing is to tlic American consul at 
llong Kong. 1 shall eonimunicutc w itli 
him. Diavkv. 

It is said at tlio navy department 
that advices also show that Dewey's 
forces were not siifiicient to make a 
iHiuling but that lliis in no way inter- 
fered witli till! complete control lie ex- 
ercises over the city and its forlifleu- 
tions. 

Sliortly before noon Secretary Long 
left tlic navy department for tliu wliitc 
lioii.se and an olllciul eonlirmation was 
iiiiide tl.at a second dispatcli from Coin- 
more Dewey liad been received. lieT 
sceretiiry larried this witli liim to 
the wliite house, and pending tlie 
eonfereiiec witli tho president tliero 
was inteii.su eagerness among tlic 
waiting crowd to learn tlio contents 
jf tlio second dispatoli. Senators 
will) saw ' tlij president secured 
iirief iiitimntion tliat Dewey’s victory 
w as overwhelming and tliat lie liad a 
.arge number of .spanisli prisoners in 
Ills possession. At f9:30 Secretary 
jong camu from tlic president's pri- 
vate room, carrying tlie copy of the 
second inis-iuge from Dewey, Imt in 
order to give equal facilities to tlie 
great crowd o' people waiting to gain 
information he held it until lie reached 
Ills private oftlce. Then his secretary, 
BIr. Finney, brought tho message to 
the large peceptiou room where a hun- 



render of .Manila be demanded and 
that a provisional government for tlie 
I’liilippines be estnbli.shcd pending tlie 
settlement of the war with Spain. 

His proposal is for a commission to 
take eonivol of tlie government. He 
suggests tliiit lie lie named as one of 
tlie comniissiuner.-i. Tlie government 
would be continued upon much the 
same lines as exist now. 

He at-ks tliat sufficient troops be sent 
liim, in tlio event that liis plan is 
adopted, to maintain order. If his 
suggestion is favorably received by the 
president and the cabinet, it is prob- 
able that our two consuls, Williams of 
Manila, and Wildinan of Hong Kong, 
will lie asked to serve on tho commis- 
sion. 

Foir.o such solution, it appears, must 
be found immediately. Food supplies 
in Manila liiive run short already. It 
is estimated that tlic town has only 
eiiougli to last two weeks. No more 
can bo bronglit in. 

Commodore Dewey's fleet has com- 
pletely invested the city by water and 
tho insurgents control all land np- 
proaelics. It is impossililc for the iii- 
liubitants to add to the present supply 
of food witliout the consent of tlio 
.American commodore. He is in abso- 
lute control. 

The forts at Manila are not strong 
enough to cojie with liis guns. Tlie 
licet would have no trouble in razing 
the city’s defenses and in utterly de- 
stroying the residence and business 
quarters. Not only tlic governor gen- 
eral blit the people us well realize that 
if Dewey demands a surrender lie cun 
buck up bis demands with shot and 
shell suflicient to wipe cut the city. 
If tlie demand is made and the govern- 
or refuses, tho people will rise and de- 
mand tliat lie surrender. Tliere would 
also be a revolt on the part of many of 
tlio soldiers before they would bring 
down on the practically defenseless 
city tlie fire of tlie powerful American 
fleet. 

Under intcrnutionul iaw a city can 
not be fcomlarded until a day’s notice 
has been givin, Lut the action of the 
Manila forts in firing on tlio American 
fleet would be suflicient grounds to 
brcali this rule. 

Commodore Dewey has said he will 
give the people time to leave tho city 



dore Dewev could have taken the city 
lust Sunday, but lie feared violence. 

He can land 1,000 armed men, Imt 
those would not be suilieieiit to j re- 
rent murder, rapine and pillage. If 
we take Manila the French and Hrit- 
ish warships here will land forces to 
protect their own people in Manila 
and their own interests. 

Not less than .A, 000 troops are really 
needed to occupy the principal i ities 
in the I’liilippines. Dewey has already 
asked !or them and has received assur- 
ances that they will be sent ns quickly 
as ships can be had ready to transport 
them. 

Tho Hugh McCiilloeh has boon made 
the dispatcli boat of tho fleet until 
cable communication can be restored. 

The people of Hung Kong make no 
concealment of their joy at our victory. 
Sentiment here is unanimou.s tliat tlic 
Philippines will puss into Hritish con- 
trol wlicn the war ends, liceoming part 
of tile colony of Hong Kong. 

The captain, clinpluin and 9) others 
were killed, and six were wounded on 
tho Castilla. 

One hundred and flfly wire killed 
and 90 wounded on tlio Uciiia Cliris- 
tina. .Alim. .Moiitejo's flagship.

■‘There was an act of trcacliory on 
tho part of a .Spanish sliip which low- 
ered her flag and then fired at a boat's 
crew sent to take possession of li r. 
She did not hit the boat, but our gins 
were turned on her and tore lier to 
pieces. blie went to the bottom with 
all on board. Several vessels close in 
shore behaved in the same way ami 
shared her fate.
